His early education was acq nired 
in the Lewis County public 
schools, which was supplemented 
by study in the Band Academy 
and later by a course at Center 
College at Dauville. He was 
admitted to the bar in 187b* and 
wus County Attorney at Green- 
up for several years. He was a 
member of the Fifty-first Cou- 
gress and was twice re elected, 
serving from 1K8» to 1H06 In 
1804 Judge Paynter was elected 
to the the Appellate Court and 
was re elected in 1000.
